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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Dorchester  School  Board: 

My  eighth  annual  report  is  herewith  submitted 
for  your  information.  The  discussion  of  school  con- 
ditions, problems,  and  needs  is  intended  to  g-ive  people 
of  the  town  an  understanding  of  their  school  that  will 
help  them  make  v/ise  decisions  at  the  district  meet- 

fricr 

A  change  of  teacher  at  the  Cheever  School  is  a  new 
and  rare  experience  for  everyone  in  Dorchester.  Mrs„ 
Rosamund  S.  Orr  succeeded  Miss  Nellie  Ashley,  who 
is  now  tes-ching  in  Rumney.  Mrs.  Orr  came  to  us  af- 
ter completing  special  work  at  Plymouth  Teachers  Col- 
lege in  preparation  for  elementary  teaching.  Her 
enthusiasm  and  understanding  of  children  have  con- 
tributed heavily  to  the  successful  running  of  our 
school  thus  far  this  year. 

The  interest  and  good  will  of  the  parents  have 
also  helped  establish  situations  and  conditions  that 
are  bound  to  bring  benefits  to  their  children.  Every 
opportunity  we  have  to  plan  and  work  together  is  ari- 
other  step  toward  greater  understanding  and  cortti- 
dence.  Children  are  given  inspiration  and  more  whole- 
some attitudes  when  the  school  and  the  homes  it 
serves  work  in  close  harmony.  We  most  earnestly  sol- 
cit  a  continuation  of  public  interest  and  support. 

But,  aside  from  individual  interest  and  assistance 
there  is  also  a  collective  responsibility  resting  upon 
the  school  district.  That  responsibility  includes  giv- 
ing children  a  school  building  attractive  enough  in- 
side and  outside  for  them  to  be  proud  of.  There  is  not 
a  child  now  in  school  who  can  remember  when  the  dis- 
trict made  any  substancial  improvement  in  either  the  • 
interior  or  exterior  of  their  school.  They  do  know  that 
every  attempt  of  school  boards  to  improve  the  one  re- 
maining school  has  been  voted  down.    Some  of  us  won- 
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der  how  much  longer  this  enforced  neglect  will  con- 
tinue. 

School  Board  members  serve  their  district  with 
very  slight  financial  reward  for  the  time  and  careful 
thought  they  give  to  the  school  operation.  They  know 
the  needs  of  the  school  and  try  to  meet  them,  but  of- 
ten, in  so  doing,  bring  upon  themselves  only  criticism 
which  reflects  distrust  of  their  judgment.  It  will  be 
a  pleasant  experience  if  the  well  considered  propos- 
als of  the  School  Board  are  ever  accepted  without  be- 
ing pulled  apart.  Public  officials  are  entitled  to  confi- 
dence until  such  time  as  they  prove  themselves  unwor- 
thy. 

This  year  more  than  at  any  other  time,  I  have 
been  impressed  by  the  difficulty  of  all  school  boards  as 
they  try  to  look  into  the  future  and  estim.ate  all  re-» 
quirements  for  a  period  that  ends  nea,rly  eighteen 
months  after  the  estimates  are  made.  That  task  is  a 
hard  one  under  normal  conditions ;  it  is  especially  hard 
now  in  the  face  of  so  many  conditions,  over  vv^hich  we 
have  no  control.  Experience  may  prove  present  judg- 
ment fauit}^  and  an  absence  of  future  difficulties  may 
be  attributed  more)  to  good  fortune  than  to  wisdom  of 
foresight. 

It  is  my  belief  that  Dorchester  children  are  being 
given  training  that  v/ill  help  them  to  be  better  and 
more  competant  citizens.  They  are  learning  a  lot 
about  how  to  live  together  comfortably  and  happily. 
They  are  getting  knowledge  not  found  in  books  alone. 
Their  scholastic  progress  is  good,  as  evidenced  by 
results  of  measures  of  achievement. 

My  conclusion  is  an  expression  of  thanks  to  par- 
ents, pupils,  teachers,  and  the  school  board  for  the  in- 
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terest  they  have  shown  and  the  help  they  have    given 
in  making  our  school  a  good  one.
